Emperor Nicholas is still ap­ 
parently vacillating as to whether he 
shall allow M. Witte full sway, in the 
m eantim e declining to permit Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky to retire.

ter persists in the view that the con­ 
fidence of the people in the manner in 
which the reform manifesto is to he 
worked out is vital, and that this is 
impossible if the work is to be left 
completely in the hands of the bureau­ 
crats. 
Direct consultation with the 
representative classes 'interested he 
holds essential. 
It has now been definitely establish­ 
ed that the third section of the mani­ 
festo as it was originally drafted by 
M inister Sviatopolk-Mirsky provided 
for representation of the zemstvos in 
the council of the empire, and that it 
was stricken out against his earnest 
protest. 
Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s 
retire­ 
m ent from the ministry of the interior 
continues to be considered as only a 
m atter of a short time, although there 
is seeming evidence that the emperor 
hopes, by temporizing, 
to avoid the 
necessity of concentrating the reins 
of power in the hands 
of M. Witte. 
Should a real storm break, however, 
no one doubts 
that M. W itte 
is the 
one strong man in sight who can be 
called to the bridge. 
Actual Revolution Improbable. 
The lack of cohesion and alignment 
of forces opposed to the existing state 
of things, and mutual distrust of each 
other’s programme seems to make any­ 
thing approaching 
actual revolution 
at the present time unworthy of se­ 
rious consideration. 
Socialists, revo­ 
lutionists 
and 
other 
extreme 
ele 
ments, as well as the subject races on 
the borders of Russia, all have differ­ 
ent objectives, with 
w h ic h the con- 
i servative Liberals whom the govern­ 
ment really hopes to appease h a v e lit­ 
tle in common; and above all Russia’s 
unnumbered millions of peasants, al­ 
though they have 
manifested an ab­ 
horrence of the war, principally for 
economic* reasons and because it takes 
their loved ones away, have given al 
most 
no evidence 
of having 
been 
stirred by the prevailing political agi­ 
tation. 
Demonstrations, and even dis­ 
orders on a large scale in the centers 
of population are regarded hv the au­ 
thorities as possible, accompanied by 
a recurrence of terrorism 
by those 
who believe 
the bomb is the 
only 
weapon with 
which they 
can fight 
absolutism. 
This last is really con­ 
sidered the likeliest and most deplor­ 
able possibility 
in the near 
future. 
For the moment, however, all is quiet 
in the interior, the people seemingly 
being absorbed 
with the 
Christmas 
holidays. 
No further disorders have 
occurred in connection with mobiliza­ 
tion.

The London papers recently publish­ 
ed the translation of 1111 article which 
appeared In the Kusskoye Slovo giving 
graphic details of the loss of the Rus­ 
sian torpedo boat Strashny, as narrated 
by the steward Mezenoff, who suffered 
terribly and concerning whom the doc­ 
tor stated, “It Is wonderful how any one 
could have lived with such wounds.” 
The steward had twenty-two wounds. 
“It was In the night after a bold ex­ 
pedition seaward,” tie said, "that the 
torpedo boat was returning to l ’ort Ar­ 
thur. The darkness had cleared a little, 
and three torpedo boats without flags 
were distinguished near the Islands. 
We thought at tirst they were our own, 
but as we came nearer all was ex­ 
plained. Two flashes came from their 
gnus, and shells struck the w ater with­ 
in four yards of the Strashny. 
We 
fired In reply, at the same time making 
toward Fort Arthur. 
Fussing Sikow, 
we saw three other torpedo boats com­ 
ing from behind another Island in tile. 
Then two cruisers appeared. Hen* the 
real fight began. Vassilfeff, our assist­ 
ant surgeon, was killed by a shell.” 
The assistant surgeon being killed, 
zenoff had to dress the wounds. Two 
s .

Do you want me 
to pour col l water over you?” says the 
steward-surgeon, who is himself in­ 
jured. 
“Oh, if it had only killed me at once! 
And here, s< e. it has but maimed mo 
all over.” growls Taranenko. 
Mezo- 
noli poms cold w ater over him.

It was still possible for 
the poor man to move, and lie hastily 
dressed the wounds and also found 
time to hand up cartridges.

The lieu­ 
tenant lifts it and, kissing it. says pas­ 
sionately, “Farewell, comrade!” 
“At 
that moment he was great,” says M*?- 
zenoflf. 
All tin* men at the bows of 
th«* torpedo boat were killed. 
Death 
stayed the hand of the man about to 
fire. 
*> 
“Brothers, save yourselves as you 
can!” were the last words of the lieu­ 
tenant. Several men threw themselves 
overboard. Mezenoff tried to tear off a 
life bolt, but lie had not the strength. 
He prayed, “God spare me for the sake 
of th** children!” as he jumped over 
board. Several shots were lired at the 
swimmers. 
One of them even was 
thrown up by a column of water where 
a shell fell, so that for a moment he 
was in the air. Mezenoff swam to Soko- 
loff, a signalman, the half of whose life 
belt was floating uselessly; he could not 
swim. The steward took hold of the 
half and held 011 to the strap with Ills 
teeth. 
“You will drown me; I enn’t 
swim well!” cried Sokoloff In a trem­ 
bling voice. “God be with you. Good- 
by! 
As soon as M»*zenoff had swum 
away from him Hokoloff was sucked 
down by the whirlpool formed by the 
sinking torpedo boat. Five men swam 
to an island six versts distant. Meze­ 
noff and another man resolved to re­ 
main together. 
“The Hayan—the Hayan is coming” 
said some one in a weak voice. It was 
not a cry, but a whisper. Boats 
lowered, and life belts sod ropes 
thrown out to th# drowning men.

Thinks Past Experience Should 
Be a Good Teacher to 


Profit By 


COMPARISON OF PRICES ODIOUS 


Asks the Council to Carefully 


Consider the Matter Before 


Granting Request.

correct or indorsed, this paper believes 
that the ideas of others should be giv­ 
en publicity on matters of public impor­ 
tance, that the public generally may be 
com«* better acquainted with the points 
at issue: 
Editor. 


E ditok op T h e D ispa tc h: 
It is said, “ Experience is the best 
teacher.” This being true it is hoped 
that the city council at its next meeting 
will act upon the experience of the past 
by disposing of tho franchise now pend 
ing their action. 
As this question is of 
such vital interest to every eiti/.on and 
the welfare of our city, 1 wish to call at­ 
tention to a few facts pertaining to fran­ 
chises granted in the past from which 
the people of Hrainerd are now suffer­ 
ing. 
In the year of 1883 a 25 year franchise 
wa~- granted tlx* Brat nerd Water and 
Power Co., now Minnesota Water Co.* 
from whom the people have received a 
most deplorable service, too well known 
to require any comment on my part save 
their water rates to which 1 
will refer 
lat- r. 
On the 10th day of January, 1888, 
an ther franchise was granted for a pe­ 
riod of alwiut *20 years, to the Brntnerd 


L ig h t and Power I «*., to whom so valu 
abl** concessions were granted that on 
October 15th the same year, aft* r an 
elapse of only ions month 
the city, by 
its council, decided to reconsider its 
previous action and consented to pay to 
the aforesaid company the neat sum of 
$40,000, in which, however, their insig­ 
nificant plant and appliances were in 
eluded, variously estimated at s »,u*> to 
$10yOU). 
W ith such facts before us, su disas­ 
trous to our ciijy, it is hoptd that the 
present council will be guided by tin* 
blunders of tin* past and now uphold 
the welfare of all the people in refusing 
to grant the pending franchise, which, 
in my opinion, is by far the most sweep­ 
ing and far reaching franchise ever pre­ 
sented to a council in Brainerd. 
In glancing over the contents of this 
franchise it may appear that it com­ 
prises only the requirements of n gas 
plant, which is desired and conceded by 
many to be in demand, provided gas is 
furnished at a reasonable prie«*, but up­ 
on closer examination it is found to con­ 
tain not only a franchise for a gas plant, 
but it also provides and grants to the 
grant«*e the right to a water plant, as 
well as a steam plant. 
From this 1 am 
tempted to ask why it does not include 
an electric plant. 
By -o doing it would 
cover tho entire field of concessions 
within tho gift of the people save the 
telephone franchise already disposed of, 
which, by the way, is also a menace to 
our citizens, as this company violates 
their privileges in charging $1.50 for 
phones which are lately installed in­ 
stead of $1.00 as provided by an agree 
ment-«tamiinance enactciLby-»- retired 
council. 
As this franchis«^ now before the 
council prescribes privileges, extending 
over a period of 30 years, with a proviso 
of an additional 30 years, making in all 
60, it behooves every citizen to know 
the enormous consequences of granting 
such a franchise, by which, our child 
ren or people in the future, will be com 
pelled to submit to corporate greed 
a 
condition which no man has a right to 
determine but themselves. 
This franchise in question stipulates a 
price on gas, with a charming phrase of 
“ not to exceed” $2.50 per thousand cubic 
feet; but as it docs not specify any rate 
on water, I take it for granted that it 
will be the same as now maintained by 
the present company. 
W ith those fig­ 
ures before rm*, 1 wish to submit a com­ 
parison of rates proposed and charged 
in Brainerd, to those charged in other 
cities, thb rates of which 1 have just ro- 
ceived. 
For the same quantity of gas 
at the now proposed price of $2.53, Man­ 
kato pays $1.50, Minneapolis $1.20, St. 
Paul $1.08 and at Duluth with its muni­ 
cipal plant, the gas costs only 90 cents. 
The water rates per annum at Brainerd 
as compared with that at Winona and 
Minneaj>olis, with their municipal plants 
wo have at Brainerd: 
Barber shops, I 
chair, $7.00; Minneapolis and Winona, 
83.00. 
Dwellings, I rooms or less, at 
Brainerd, $7.00 with $1.00 for each addi 
tional room; 
Winona, 1 faucet, regard­ 
less of rooms,$.3.00; Minneapolis, 5 rooms 
or less, $1.50, and for each additional 
room 30 cents. The meter rates at 
Brainerd per 1000 gallons if one could 
be had, is 50 cents while at Winona it is 
20 cents and Minneapolis but 8 cents. 
if lime and space Æould permit I 
would like to go into this matter furth 
er, but suffice it to say that no man with 
the welfare of our city at heart can en­ 
tertain or sustain any franchise where- 


hy the many are made to suffer at the 
hands of corporate greed.

E d it o r o r T h e D is p a t c h : 
It is said, “ Experience is the best 
teacher.” This being true it is hoped 
that the city council at its next meeting 
will act upon the experience of the past 
by disposing of tho franchise now pend­ 
ing their action. 
As this question is of 
such vital interest to every citizen and 
the welfare of our city, I wish to call at­ 
tention to a few facts pertaining to fran­ 
chises granted in tile past from which 
tho people of Brainerd are now suffer­ 
ing. 
In the year of 188.3 a 25 year franchise 
w a s granted tho Brainerd Water and 
Power Co., now Minnesota Water Co.* 
from whom the people have received a 
most deplorable service, too well known 
to require any comment on my part save 
their water rates to which I will refer 
later. 
On tho Kith day of January, 1888, 
another franchise was granted for a pe­ 
riod of about 20 years, to the Brainerd 
Light and Power Co., to whom so valu­ 
able concessions were granted that on 
October loth the same year, after an 
elapse of only nine months, the city, by 
its council, decided to reconsider its 
previous action and consented to pay to 
the aforesaid company the neat sum of 
640,(XX), in which, however, their insig­ 
nificant plant and appliances were in­ 
cluded, variously estimated at 65,UUU to 
610,000. 
W ith such facts before us, so disas 
trous to our city, it is hoped that the 
present council will be guided by the 
blunders of the past and now uphold 
the welfare of all tho people in refusing 
to grant tho pending franchise, which, 
in my opinion, is by far the most sweep­ 
ing and far reaching franchise ever pre­ 
sented to a council in Brainerd. 
In glancing over the contents of this 
franchise it may appear that it com­ 
prises only the requirements of a gas 
plant, which is desired and conceded by 
many to be in demand, provided gas is 
furnished at a reasonable price, but up­ 
on closer examination it is found to con­ 
tain not only a franchise for agas plant, 
but it also provides and grants to the 
grantee the right to a water plant, as 
well as a steam plant. 
From this I am 
tempted to ask why it does not include 
an electric plant. 
By so doing it would 
cover tho entire field of concessions 
within tho gift of the people save the 
telephone franchise already disposed of, 
which, by the way, is also a menace to 
our citizens, as this company violates 
their privileges in charging 81.50 for 
phones which are lately installed in­ 
stead of 61.00 as provided by an agree- 
m e n t scn^mli nance en acted_hy_a— re tired 
council. 
As this franchise now before the 
council prescribes privileges, extending 
over a period of .‘IU years, with a proviso 
of an additional 30 years, leaking in all 
GO, it behooves every citizen to know 
the enormous consequences of granting 
such a franchise, by which, our child­ 
ren or people in tho future, will be com­ 
pelled to submit to corporate greed 
a 
condition which no man has a right to 
determine but themselves. 
This franchise in question stipulates a 
price on gas, with a charming phrase of 
“ not to exceed " 82.50 per thousand cubic 
feet; but as it does not specify any rate 
on water, I take it for granted that it 
will be the same as now maintained by 
the present company. 
W ith those fig­ 
ures before me, I wish to submit a com­ 
parison of rates proposed and charged 
in Brainerd, to those charged in other 
cities, thb rates of which I have just re­ 
ceived. 
For tho same quantity of gas 
at the now proposed price of $2.50, Man­ 
kato pays 81.50, Minneapolis 81.20, St 
Paul 81.08 and at Duluth with its muni­ 
cipal plant, the gas costs only 90 cents. 
The water rates per annum at Brainerd 
as compared with that at Winona and 
Minneapolis, with their municipal plants 
we have at Brainerd: 
Barber shops, I 
chair, 87.00; Minneapolis and Winona, 
$3.00. 
Dwellings, 4 rooms or less, at 
Brainerd, 87.00 with 81.00 for each addi­ 
tional room; 
Winona, I faucet, regard 
less of rooms,$3.00; Minneapolis, 5 rooms 
or less, $1.50, and for each additional 
room .'IO cents. The meter rates at 
Brainerd per 1000 gallons if one could 
be had, is 50 cents while at Winona it is 
20 cents and Minneapolis but 8 cents.

The following communication has 
been handed T he D ispa t c h for publi­ 
cation, and while it does not necessarily 
follow that his ideas in all respects are 
correct or indorsed, this paper believes 
that the ideas of others should be giv­ 
en publicity on matters of public impor­ 
tance, that tho public generally may be­ 
come better acquainted with the points 
at issue: -Editor. 
E ditor of T he D ispatch: 
It is said, “Experience is the best 
teacher.” This boing true it is hoped 
that the city council at its next meeting 
will act upon the experience of the past 
by disposing of tho franchise now pend­ 
ing their action. As this question is of 
such vital interest to every citizen and 
the welfare of our city, I with to call at­ 
tention to a few faets pertaining to fran­ 
chises granted in the past from which 
the people of Brainerd are now suffer­ 
ing.In the year of 1883 a 23 year franchise 
was granted the Brainerd Water and 
Power Co., now Minnesota Water Co.» 
from whom the people have received a 
most deplorable service, too well known 
to require any comment on my part save 
their water rates to which I will refer 
later. On the 16th day of January, 1888, 
another franchise was granted for a pe­ 
riod of about 20 years, to the Brainerd 
Light and Power Co,, to whom so valu 
able concessions were granted that on 
October 13th the same year, after an 
elapse of only nine months, the city, by 
its council, decided to reconsider its 
previous action and consented to pay to 
the aforesaid company the neat sum of 
$40,000, in which, however, their insig­ 
nificant plant and appliances were in 
eluded, variously estimated at 83,000 to 
810,000. 
With such facts before us, so disas 
trous to our ei ty, it is hoped that the 
present council will be guided by the 
blunders of the past and now uphold 
the welfare of all tho people in refusing 
to grant the pending franchise, which, 
in my opinion, is by far the most sweep­ 
ing and far reaching franchise ever pre­ 
sented to a council in Brainerd. 
In glancing over the contents of this 
franchise it may appear that it com­ 
prises only the requirements of n gas 
plant, which is desired and conceded by 
many to be in demand, provided gas is 
furnished at a reasonable price, but up 
on closer examination it is found to con­ 
tain not only a franchise for a gas plant, 
but it also provides and grants to the 
grantee the right to a water plant, as 
wrell as a steam plant. From this 1 am 
tempted to ask why it does not include 
an electric plant. By so doing it would 
cover the entire field of concessions 
within tho gift of the people save the 
telephone franchise already disposed of, 
which, by the way, is also a menace to 
our citizens, as this company violates 
their privileges in charging $1.30 for 
phones which are lately installed in­ 
stead of 81.00 as provided by an agree- 
inent-os-amiinanceenactnl hy-a— retired 
council. 
As this franchise now before the 
council prescribes privileges, extending 
over a period of 30 years, with a proviso 
of an additional 30 years, making in all 
00, it behooves every citizen to know 
the enormous consequences of granting 
such a franchise, by which, our child­ 
ren or people in the future, will be com­ 
pelled to submit to corporate greed a 
condition which no man has a right to 
determine but themselves. 
This franchise in question stipulates a 
price on gas, with a charming phrase of 
“not to exceed" $2.50 per thousand cubic 
feet: but as it does not specify any rate 
on water, I take it for granted that it 
will be the same as now maintained by 
the present company. With tho^e fig­ 
ures before me, I wish to submit a com­ 
parison of rates proposed and charged 
in Brainerd, to those charged in other 
cities, thb rates of which 1 have just re 
ceived. For the same quantity of gas 
at the now proposed price of $2.53, Man 
kato pays $1.50, Minneapolis $1.20, St. 
Paul $1.08 and at Duluth with its muni­ 
cipal plant, the gas costs only 90 cents. 
The water rates per annum at Brainerd 
as compared with that at Winona and 
Minneapolis, with their municipal plants 
we have at Brainerd: Barber shops, 1 
chair, $7.00; Minneapolis and Winona, 
$3.00.

for the Loss Sustained 
The Duluth News Tribune says E. F 
Niles, postmaster at Merrified, in Crow 
Wing county, was arraigned and con­ 
fronted with an indietment| barging him 
having issued two money orders upon 
which ho received no money with the 
intent to defraud the government. 
Niles pleaded not guilty and was giv­ 
en time in which to procure an attorney 
to conduct his defense. 
| At his preliminary bearing before 
J United States Commissioner Don M. 
•Cameron, at Little Falls, Tuesday, 
Niles claimed that his postoffice was 
robbed on January 30 1904, by two hold- 
* up men. Ho stated, yesterday that the 
robbers secured $263,65 belonging to the 
postoffice department and $300 of lus 
own funds. He alleges that he r* im- 
bursed the government for its loss, but 
that the poaecution will allege that the 
robbery was not a genuine one. Assist­ 
ant United States District Attorney 
Dicker stated yesterday that the rob 
bery matter does not enter into the case 
in any manner. Niles claims that when 
ho settled with the postoffice inspector 
last September, it was claimed that he 
was about $175 short in his accounts. 
This amount, he says, was represented 
by cheeks which the inspector refused 
to accept. He claims to have made good 
the shortage and is said to be endeavor­ 
ing to have the government reimburse 
him for his loss. Niles claims to have 
two witnesses, his clerks, who saw the 
alleged robbery. The 
indictments 
against Niles make no reference to the 
alleged robbery and just as far into that 
matter the court will allow the defend 
ant to go is only conjectured.

“ Because of a possibility of purchase 
by the railroad interests?” he was 
asked. 
“ Yes. but not in the sense of nu ac­ 
tual cash transaction. 
The railroads. 
it is well known, own m any of our 
courts an d other public bodies, b u t not 
because they have of necessity bought 
them by th e expenditure of money. 
They have a different w ay of doing 
things. 
T hey see to it th a t the right 
men, Hie men of friendly inclinations, 
are elected. 
There would exist, the 
danger of their doing this in the case 
of a rate control commission, so t h a t It 
might be composed of men who would 
sit idly by an d (lo nothing of value.” 
Asked his opinion of Secretary r a i d 
Morton’s pooling plan, Commissioner 
Prouty said: 
“ Rate control hy a commission would 
come far from removing all the evils 
th a t attend the pooling of railway e a r n ­ 
ings. The people are concerned in only 
two things in connection with the rail- 
roads—the facility of service a n d the 
rate. In my opinion there is no longer 
any competition as to rates worth m e n ­ 
tioning. T h e only thing the people have 
left is competition as to the facility. 
“ It is ii godsend to the shipper of to­ 
day th a t there are some independent 
roads that are still struggling for busi­ 
ness. W ith legalized pooling every In­ 
centive to competition as to the facility 
of service would be removed, as it 
would m ake little or no difference to a 
railroad whether it carried the business 
or not. 
“This fact w as demonstrated in the 
history of the fruit traffic of California 
years ago w h e n the Santa Fe and the 
Southern Pacific were competing for 
the business. Solicitors were in every 
territory, c a rs were furnished p ro m pt­ 
ly, and fru it w a s transported to Chica­ 
go in seven days.

THE QUESTION OF 
RAILROAD RATES. 
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P u b l i c M u s t T r u M S o m e O n e . 


“If the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion were worth buying the railroads 
would try to buy it. They have bought 
pretty nearly everything in this coun­ 
try that is worth buying, and the only 
reason they have not u7«**l to purchase 
the commission is that this body is 
valueless in its ability to correct rail­ 
road abuses.” 
This statem ent w a s made by Inter­ 
state Commerce Commissioner Charles 
A. l ’routy in a discussion of legalized 
pooling. 
Asked, in view of this state­ 
ment, whether it would be wise to give 
a commission control over rates, the 
commissioner replied as follows, says 
a special dispatch from Chicago to the 
New York Herald: 
“The publii* must trust some one, 
and that would be the best remedy it 
is possible to obtain under existing 
conditions. 
I am aware, however, that 
the great danger would lie in the pos­ 
sibility of the body to which should 
be intrusted the guardianship of the 
people’s rights not performing its dii 
ty.” 
“Because of a possibility of purchase 
by the railroad interests?” he was 
asked. 
“ Yes, but not in the sense of an ac­ 
tual cash transaction. 
The railroads, 
it is well known, own many of our 
courts and other public bodies, but not 
because they have of necessity bought 
them by the expenditure of money. 
They have ti different way of doing 
things. 
They see to it that the right 
men, the men of friendly inclinations, 
are elected. 
There would exist, the 
danger of their doing this in the cas** 
of ¡i rate control commission, so th at It 
might be composed of men who would 
sit idly by and do nothing of value.” 
A s k e d his opinion of Secretary Paul 
Morton’s pooling plan, Commissioner 
Prouty said: 
“Rate control by a commission would 
come far from removing all the evils 
that attend the pooling of railway earn­ 
ings. The people are concerned in only 
two things In connection with the rail­ 
roads—the facility of service and the 
rate. In my opinion there is no longer 
any competition as to rates worth men­ 
tioning. The only thing the people have 
left is competition its to the facility. 
“ I t is a godsend to the shipper of to­ 
day that there are some independent 
roads that are still struggling for busi­ 
ness. W ith legalized pooling every in­ 
centive to competition as to the facility 
of service would be removed, as it 
would make little or no difference to a 
railroad whether it carried the business 
or not. 
“’Ibis fact was demonstrated in the 
history of the fruit trafile of California 
years ago when th*» Santa I’*» and the 
Southern Pacific wore competing for 
the business. Solicitors were in every 
territory, cars were furnished prompt­ 
ly, and fruit was transported to Chica­ 
go in seven days. Then came a prac­ 
tical division of the business, with the 
exclusive ear contract between Armour 
and the Southern Pacific and the exclu­ 
sive use of Santa Fe refrigerators on 
that line, and w hat was the result? It 
now takes the fruit anywhere from 
eight to twelve days to arrive in Chi­ 
cago, and it frequently gets here in bad 
shape. The solicitors have been with- 
drawn, and there is no competition us 
to the facility. 
“Tla* effect of pooling would be even 
mote far reaching and would he likely 
to ext nd to the markets or traffic ceu- 
| tors, 
Itoads extend from Chicago to 
i the Missouri river, for example, and 
from St. Louis to the river. 
At pres­ 
ent they compete as to the facility, at 
least for the through traffic, thereby 
insuring c nnpetition between the two 
gateways. 
Under a division of traffic 
I there would be no competition as be- 
! tween the roads serving these two cen­ 
ters. 
This being the fact, how would 
it be possible for either gateway to get 
a correction of evil which discrim inat­ 
ed against its commercial prosperity? 
“Five years ago there was a great 
inducement to permit pooling because 
it might remove the temptation to pay 
rebates. 
1 believe the paym ent o i re­ 
b a t e s as such has ceased. 
We still 
have the private era, the industrial 
railroad and the elevator charge. 
If, 
therefore, Senator Elkins would amend 
liis measure to include these three, and 
also to prohibit the payment of com­ 
missions for the procurement of freight 
m al passenger traffic, I believe prefer­ 
ences would cease. 
“The thing the public has most to 
fear in the future is a discrimination 
in the published rate, not a departure 
from it. 
I do not believe the Standard 
Oil receives rebates, but it makes the 
tariff’s ami writes into them all sorts 
of discriminations in Its favor. 
So 
also with the sugar trust and the Colo­ 
rado Fuel and Iron company. The lat­ 
ter in tin» hearing just closed was found 
to enjoy a rate equal to that given a 
competitor and for a haul of 150 miles 
longer and over two mountain grades. 
The theory th at something will take 
the place of competition is a foolish 
me. 
“I have, however, always believed 
that railroads should be permitted to 
form associations with a view to dis­ 
cussing rate situations and insuring 
uniformity, hut I insist that the public 
should have ample representation ifi 
such 
’’ f s ."

St. Paul. Jan. 13.—The second of a 
series of bills designed 
to create a 
state highway commission was intro­ 
duced in the house Thursday. 
Ole Peterson, New Ulm, the author, 
proposes a non-partisan commission to 
be named by the governor, composed 
of one m em ber from either the First, 
Second or Seventh districts, one m em ­ 
ber from either the Third, Fourth or 
Fifth districts and a third m em ber to 
he select** 
from 
either the 
Sixth, 
Eighth o jL in th districts. 
The compensation the commission­ 
ers are to receive is actual expenses 
while employed. 
For the construction and m ainten­ 
ance of the roads, which this commis­ 
sion 
may order, 
a tax of 
one-twen­ 
tieth of a mill on all taxable property 
of the state is provided. 
For the use of the commission in 
aiding its investigation, and to pay 
expenses, a fund of $6,000 annually is 
provided. 
In 
the 
construction 
of 
roads 
all county hoards 
are to 
be 
subordinated to th** commission. 
Another bill of importance w as intro­ 
duced by B. S. Bennett, 
Fosston. es­ 
tablishing a branch 
of the state ex­ 
perimental farm at Crookston. 
Mr. Bennett’s bill provides for an 
appropriation of $100,000 to enable the 
purchase of the necessary land and the 
construction of the required buildings. 
The first tem perance bill of the ses­ 
sion was introduced by P. E. Dowling, 
Eveleth. 
It is designed to wipe out 
the blind pig. 
The simple finding of 
liquor is m ade sufficient evidence to 
demand 
a conviction. 
Search 
w ar­ 
rants can be demanded of any magis­ 
trate. and a fine of not less than $100 
is provided. 
T. O. Lennon introduced and had 
passed a resolution setting aside two 
of the galleries for the use of the fami­ 
lies and friends 
of members. 
The 
committee on rules, in reporting the 
resolution, cut the number of galleries 
to one. 
Secretary Langum of the senate re­ 
ported the passage by that body of the 
memorial to congress, indorsing the 
Stevens bill, calling for the free im­ 
portation of Canadian wheat for seed 
purposes. 
The house concurred. 
The resignation 
of L. H. Johnson, 
Minneapolis, of the 
chairmanship of 
the committee on labor and labor leg­ 
islation, and the appointment of W. 
A. Nolan. Grand Meadow, 
to the va­ 
cancy, was reported by the speaker. 
The report 
of the committee 
on 
rules, granting 
the courtesy 
of the 
floor to twelve accredited new spaper 
reporters, was adopted. 
Th<» house adjourned 
to Monday 
evening at 8 o’clock. 
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Senator H aw kin s Objects to Appoint­ 
ment of John E. King. 
The senate Thursday took action on 
Governor Johnson’s appointments, con­ 
firming the entire list as sent in, but 
deferring action in the case of John 
E. King of Red Lake Falls, nam ed as 
the state librarian. 
When the appointments were report­ 
ed for consideration, Senator Hawkins 
moved that The name of John "R. King 
he excepted from the list of appoint­ 
ments to he confirmed. 
There were a 
dozen seconds, and after Mr. Hawkins 
had said that he had certain informa­ 
tion, which if true, would tend to show 
that Mr. King was an unfit man for the 
position, the nomination of Mr. King 
was laid over and the 
rest of the ap­ 
pointments confirmed. 
Mr. King is charged with indulging 
in harsh criticism, 
through the col­ 
umns of his paper, the target for the 
abuse being Robert C. Dunn and Ray 
W. Jones, Republican candidates tor 
governor and lieutenant governor at 
the recent election. 
Senator Wood introduced another 
primary 
election 
bill. 
Under 
this 
measure state officers 
are included 
within the scope of the primary act, 
and exceptions made in the case of 
school, park and library boards. 
The 
time for holding elections under the 
am endm ent is the saíne as at present. 
Senator 
Thompson 
proposed 
the 
usual biennial contribution, being a 
bill affording state aid to high schools 
in the sum 
of $50,000 to meet 
de­ 
ficiencies. 
M. D. Flower, St. Paul, sent up to 
the speaker a numerously signed peti­ 
tion for the establishment of a girl’s 
training school. 
General Flower fostered another pe­ 
tition from the Union V eterans’ union, 
asking for legislation that would pre­ 
vent the trustees of the state soldiers’ 
home withholding the pensions of the 
inmates. 
Senator Cole had passed a resolu­ 
tion which calls upon the Minnesota 
delegation in congress to support the 
IBteenerson bill, providing for the free 
(importation of Canadian wheat into 
Minnesota for seed purposes. 
President Jones appointed Senators 
Eberhardt, Hawkins and Stone a com­ 
mittee to act with a similar committee 
from the house to inquire into rail­ 
road freight 
rates and alleged 
dis­ 
crimination. 
The last hour of the senate session 
was devoted to a memorial service to 
the late Senator Ferris of Brainerd.
